The application has been amended as follows: Claims 24-26 are cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical security 
element have a substrate including a surface region divided into one or more pattern regions and 
a background region a diffraction grating in each of the pattern regions and the background 
region, a profile of each diffraction grating defined by relief parameters including relief shape, 
relief depth, spatial frequency and azimuth angle wherein one or more parameters vary 
periodically with a parameter variation function defining the profile, the parameter variation 
function in the pattern regions is phase-displaced with respect to the parameter variation function 
defining the background region. 

Previously withdrawn claim 22 is rejoined based on its dependency from claim 1. 
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The remaining claims depend from claim 1 and are allowable for the same reasons.
